properties of the first graphical object. .incorporating the first graphical 
object and incorporating the second graphical object into the 
executable block diagram within the block diagram modeling 
environment; and simulating the executable block diagram over the 
time span...", as best illustrated by Figure 4, and in such a manner as 
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recited in independent claims 1, 24, 37, 48, 50 - 52 and 54 - 55, and 
as pointed out in Applicant's response (12/16/09) pages 12 - 13.
